With the eleogion returns received 
on all but nine small precincts the 
1922 primary came to a close to- 
day. 

Election day proved much more 
quiet than was expected for only 
half of the registered eleven hun- 
dred voters in Upland appeared at 
the polls. During the evening many 
inquiries were made at both the 
News office and the Mehl Hardware 
for information on the election, byt 
as it was very late in the night 
when definite results could be given 
out, mast of the voters had re 
tired. 

One rather surprising feature was 
the strength shown by District At- 
Mr. Duckworth 
received 7,581 votes, while Attorney 
Geo. Jchnson received 4,516, and 
Attorney Frank Bates, 3,437. For a 
time Wednesday it appeared that 
Mr. Duckworth had been elected, but 
as late returns rolled in it develop- 
ed ‘that District Attorney Duckworth 
and Attorney George Johnson will 
stage about the only contest in the 
county at the November election.

N extraordinary suggestion for a group 
of distinguished lawyers to make is that 
of the Committee of Law Enforcement 
of the American Bar Association that 
the manufacture and sale of pistols except for 
‘Government and official use’’ be prohibited. 

Cain could not buy an automatic revolver. 
No follower of the first murderer was ever 
deterred from violent crime by any difficulty 
in finding an instrument with which to 
commit it. An axe or a baseball bat or a 
carving knife is a lethal weapon at will. Must 
the making and sale of these be also pro- 
hibited ? 

To prevent murder by depriving the murder- 
er of arms is impossible. Yet there is a way 
of doing this; and it is astonishing that it 
has not occurred to a committee of lawyers. 
It is to punish crime with certainty and 
eclerity. Countries that have tried this plan 
find that it works on the whole very well. 
It is worthy the attention of the United States. 

Tf the lawyers of the country will devote 
less time to devising subtleties and complex- 
ities of practice to get murderers off -or to 
delay their punishment until all deterrant 
effect that it might have is dissipated; if 
they will turn their attention to reforming 
the processes of criminal courts for greater 
strength, simplicity, common sense and 
promptitude, they may get somewhere and 
make a crime-ridden community their debtors. 
They will accomplish nothing by adding pistols 
to the bootlegger’s customary stock in trade.— 
New York World.

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Recommendations In Restraint 
Of Crime 
N its report to the American Bar Associa- 
tion, in annual session in San Francisco, 
the committee on law enforcement in- 
cluded in its recommendations inhibition 
of the manufacture and sale of deadly weapons 
‘‘save as such manufacture may be necessary 
for governmental and official use under proper 
regulations and control.’’ The committee 
finds that ninety per cent of the crimes in 
this country are committed by the use of 
pistols and the prohibitive laws are so in- 
effective that they work to the benefit of the 
criminal rather than to the law-abiding citizen. 
While a cessation of the manufacture of 
pistols might* help in reducing unlawful homi- 
cides, of ‘which there were in excess of 9,500 
in the United States last year, a better way 
of discouraging crime would be to inculcate 
a greater respect for the law and to do this 
prompter enforcement of the law is a sine 
qua non. So long as the law is a plaything 
for criminal lawyers to manipulate in the 
interests of their clients, so long as accused 
persons can get endless postponements of trial; 
se long as many dreary weeks are allowed to 
be consumed when prisoners are finally 
brought to bar, with judges permitting intro- 
duction of countless trivialities, in nowise 
germane to the case at issue, by clever lawyers 
bent on confusing the average jury, resulting 
too often in acquittal or inadequate sentence, 
respect for the law will be.absent and crimes, 
consequently, on the increase. We agree with 
the committee, however, that administration 
of the parole and probation laws tends to 
weaken the administration of criminal justice 
and reform is needed. Recommendation that 
first offenders only should be eligible for 
probation and that the indeterminate sentence 
laws should be modified so as to apply to first 
offenders only is worthy-of adoption; also, 
that neither probation nor parole should bey 
granted offenders convicted of homicide, burg- 
lary, rape or highway robbery. To that 
category' we would add ‘‘and abduction of 
women for the purpose of exacting ransom;’’ 
or other sinister motive. Segregation of first 
offenders from veteran criminals in our jails 
is a recommendation which should not be 
necessary; that’is it proves how inept is the 
conduct of our public institutions for re- 
straint of crime in this enlightened age.—Los 
Angeles Saturday Night.

COTTON GROWING 
HAG GREAT FUTURE 


Peports received by J. Dabney Day, 
Vice-President of the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles and Chairman of 
the Cotton and Cotton Facilities Com- 


mittee of the Los Angeles chamber of 
commurce and Chairman of the Cot- 
ton Committee of the Los Angeles 
Clearing Housé, indicates that the 
agricultural districts of California 
adapted to cotton growing have an 
excellent future and that the mar- 
ket tendencies point to rising cotton 
prices in the next few years, which 
should lead to increasing plantings 
of cotton in California. 

It is reliably estimated that the 
cotton production in the United 
States during the year 1922 will be 
from 11,500,000 to 12,000,000 bales and 
that the price for short staple cotton 
will average about 20 cents. per 
pound. 

The present carry-over of cotton in 
the United States is estimated at 
about 3,000,000 bales as compared 
with a normal carry-over’ of about 
5,000,000 to 6,000,000 bales, so that 
there will be something less than 15,- 
000,000 bales of cotton available for 
market in the United States this 
year. 

Exports in the cotton business have 
stated, according to Mr. Day, that 
the present indications are that, by 
July 31, 1928, stocks of cotton in the 
United States will be reduced to 2,- 
000,000 bales and possibly to 1,500,000 
bales, the lowest figure which cotton 
stocks in the United States have 
reached in twenty-five years. 

The normal consumption of cotton 
in the United States in a year is 
6,000,000 bales. Japan is taking ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 bales a year. 
England normally consumes about 
8,000,000 bales of American cotton. 
At the present rate of consumption it 
may be anticipated that Germany will 
absorb 1,500,000 bales; France 1,- 
000,000 bales; Spain, 250,000 bales 
and Italy* 500,00 bales. This makes 
an anticipated consumption of some- 
thing more than 13,000,000 bales. 

Any reduction in production or 
plantings in the south during the next 
few years will, therefore, bring’ Unit- 
ed States cotton stocks to a point 
which will automatically create an 
upward tendency in cotton prices. 
That this augurs well for cotton. pro- 
ducers in California and “Arizona is 
emphasized by the fact that the poll 
weevil is materially interfering with 
Production in many of the older cot- 
ton districts, and that the short 
stocks can best be replenished by 
developing the Pacific-Southwest cot-

The same 
situation is true in the Carolinas. 
In Texas, the farmers are forced to 
combat high temperatures and often- 
times hot winds and lack of moisture. 
The effect of such a situation on the 
cotton crop of Texas, which is to- 
day the big cotton producing section 
o fthe country, is illustrated by the 
fact that the anticipated 1922 crop 
has dropped from 4,000,000 to around 
3,500,000 bales because of drought 
and high temperatures and winds 
during July. 

The decreasing production of cot- 
ton in older cotton sections, the dif- 
ficulties of growing cotton in these 
districts, both because of climatic 
conditions “and inroads of the _ boll 
weevil, together with increasing de- 
mand and decreasing supplies of cot- 
ton, and ideal growing conditions in 
California and Arizona’ districts, all 


point toward the belief that cotton, 


production in California and Arizona 
should prove increasingly profitable 
and lead to the ‘planting of many 
thousand additional acres of cotton.

They promise a cordial wel- 
come and full hospitality, but they 
da urge that the visit be made in 
February instead of in November. 
In February, it is poimted out, every- 
thing is at its height in Florida. In 
February, as one member of the 
Florida party who visited California 
in June writes, “all the counties and 
sectional organizations hold their an- 
nual. fairs. These are the Pasco 
County Fair at Dade City, the South 
Florida Fair and Exposition, at 
Tampa, from Feb. 1-10, the Orange 
County .Midwinter Fair at Orlando, 
the Manatee Fair at Bradentown and 
the Lee County Fair at Fort Myers. 
All these are held in February and 
the entire resources of the state are 
displayed at these gatherings. 

“Also the packing houses are run- 
ning at full blast during that time! 
and you would get a much, better 
idea of Florida in February than in 
Novemher. If it’s a choice of com- 
ing in November or not at all, then 
hy pll means come in November, 
bot if it is at all nossible to come 
in February I would by all means 
edvise waiting until then, as you 
will then see things worth while and 
from our standpoint what you will 
see will be more thoroughly repre- 
sentative.” 

The plan contemplates setting 
aside one day as “California Day” at 
the South Plorida Fair. The state- 
ment is made in one letter “that by 
attending the South Florida Fair 
more can be seen in one day than 
one could see by traveling over the 
state for six weeks.” 

The Citrograph has received many 
letters of this type and apparently 
the Florida people are sincerely anx- 
fous to have their fellow grower 
from California come over and see 
how they raise, pack and ship citrus 
fruits. 

No special rates are available thus 
far for either February or Novem- 
ber. The best rate that has been 
offered is the regular round trip 
ticket rate via Southern Pacific to 
Jacksonville, Washington, D. C., or 
New York, with full stop-over priv- 
ilege en route, The round trip rate 
to Washington is $191.14 and to New 
York $196.56. The return trip could 
be made according to the individual 
choice of the traveler on any route 
except via Portland, Ore. The Pull- 
man lower berth rate is $27 to Jack- 
sonville and to New York probably 
about $40. The return Pullman fare 
would be approximately the same. 
The expense in traveling from Jack- 
sonville to the southern ‘part of the 
state, Tampa, etc., would be extra, 
although the Florida people express 
the willingness to take the members 
by machine from citrus district to 
citrus district where the jumps are 
of a reasonable, distance. Some of 
it would have to be done by rail, 
of course.
